became a dual man, knowing the 
right at times and longing to fol­ 
low the impulse of his better na­ 
ture, but at other periods deluded 
by the wildest hallucinations. 
Intellect, 
reason, 
judgement, 
conscience were, all benumbed and 
perverted by the drug until every 
trace of the line of demarkation 
between right and wrong vanished 
and the man became morally blind. 
He could 
appear 
rational and 
cheerful while under the influence 
of the drug, when in fact both 
mind and soul 
were 
helplessly 
darkened. 
lie could not remember forging 
the checks. 
He had dim 
recol­ 
lections of the transaction after­ 
wards and tried to die at Belle- 


ville. III , by taking sixty g ra in sof 
morphine. 
For seventy-two hmirs 


he hardly tasted food and only 
slept when drugged into repose. 
H e would have died in St. Louis 
after his arrest but for the work of 
physicians at the dispensary. 
He 
did not plead for meicy, but want­ 
ed the people to 
know that the 
crime alleged against him was due 
to an evil habit. 
He had tried to 
make an honest living, and up to 
the time morphine became his mas­ 
ter no one could say he diverged 
from the straight path of rectitude. 
He appealed to his c h ief accuser 
to know if his dealings in Spring­ 
field had not been square up to the 
late transaction, 
and the gentle­ 
man admitted that A lbert’s claim 
was true. 
When he spoke of his wife, A l ­ 
bert 
showed much emot'ou 
and 
could not restrain a flow of tears. 
He said the thought of how she 
had been wronged and disgraced 
was the most painful part of his 
misery. 
He said his parents lived 
out west, but did not name their 
exact location. 
One of the merchants 
in the 
court room advised Albert to plead 
guilty and throw himself on the 
merc}^ of the court. 
The evidence 
against him was too strong to com­ 
bat and the judge would probably 
be as lenient as the law would per­ 
mit. 
Then a term in the peni­ 
tentiary might cure the morphine 
habit. 
The prisoner did not say what 
he meant to do. He was too miser­ 
able to have any distinct idea of 
the future.
